China, \ietnam and Cuba arc regc/i qc( 
ns countries which are* leading the world-wide struggles 
against United States imperialism. On the other hand, SDS 
regards the Soviet Union as an imperialist power and does 
not support the policies of that country.

With respect to guidelines set out in MI, Section 
122, it can be said that the NYA has not at this time actually 
or allegedly committed acts of violence to deny others their 
rights under the constitution. It is not apparent at this 
time that the NYA has adopted a policy or has allegedly adoptee 
a policy of advocating, condoning or inciting the use of force 
or violence to deny others their rights. 


From the above, it would appear that <juestions of 
physical violence, Tacism or Nazism could better be related 
to investigation of particular individuals involved or under 
NS WPP caption rather than risk possible embarrassment to the 
Bureau by conducting an active investigation of the NYA at 
this time.

Byers -was an area co- 
ordinator in western Penn- 
sylvania and New York for 
the John B rch Society but 
was purged from the organi- 
sation last year, he said, be- 
cause of his “publicly racist” 
views. 

He was a t>rinc ?r >»l organ - 
xer of the George C. Wallace 
campaign in Pennsylvania 
last fall and personally 
selected all Wallace elec- 
tors for the state, he says. 

“Western Destiny” 

The three persons work- 
ing in Byers’ office share 
h i s “same world v - e w — 
we’re an Western destiny 
oriented.” as he puts it.

Michae l fl^Russell, 27, as 
director^ oY 'ilPlfl activities, 
is on the road frequently 
organizing rallies and estab- 
lishing NYA direct action 
units. 

A New York state Wallace 
elector in 1968, Russell was 
turned down when he once 
attempted to Join the Buf- 
falo, N.Y. police force. He 
says the rejection was poli- 
tical because of his rightist 
views. 

The fourth and most re- 
cent meiribfif of the office 
is Robert X Johnston. 32, an 
ex-Navy serviceman and 
former special policeman on 
the Buffalo force. He iz 
NYA’g instructor of “pre- 
and self -d efense

arts,” said Byers, “but that 
sounded too tough ” Instruc- 
tion under Johnston includes 
“atreet fighting,” judo, self- 
defense and “relationships 
with the police,” Byers said. 

Central to Johnston’s roie 
is the training and mobiliza- 
tion of cadres of rightist stu- 
dents to curb radical left 
action such as .the seizure 
of campus buildings. , 

If persuasion fails, the 
cadres will physically eject 
recalcitrant students, Byers 
said. Preparation for such 
direct action is still in a 
formative atage, he added, 
and no major campus con- 
frontations have been held. 

The organizational atruc- - 
ture of NYA is simple and 
authoritarian. All decisions 

** and policies are formulated 
in Byers’ headquarters. Unit 
leaders are hand-picked by 
Byers and Russell. Demo- 
cratic procedures are con- 
sidered inefficient. 

No Dissension

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SYNOPSIS: (C) National Youth Alliance (NYA) is a rightist, campus based youth 

gropp with an alleged Membership of 3,000. Led by Patrick Tifer of Detroit, Michigan, 
NYA has since Inception failed to achieve ITS avowed goal of countering the programs 
of "New Left" organisations due to cleavage and reported infiltration and financing 
by Neo-Nati sympathisers. The organisation was originally composed of former Youth 
For Wallace members, but since then lias not achieved solidarity behind the themes 
of anti-leftist, anti-Black Fewer and antl-uarcotlca. 

I DETAILS: 

1. (c) The NATIONAL YOUTH ALLIANCE (NYA) is a conservative student group head- 
quartered in Washington, D.C. NYA, composed largely of right-leaning youth between 
the ages of 13 and 29, has been riven with factional disputes since ITS establish- 
ment immediately after the 1968 presidential campaign. Chaired by Patrick Tifer 

of Detroit, Michigan, NYA claims a current menbership in excess of 3,000. 

2. (C) NYA was organised by members of Youth For Wallace (TFW), an organisation 
set up to further former Governor Wallace's presidential hopes in the 1968 campaign. 

It was felt at the time that a conservative youth groun with national prominence 

was needed to combat the increasing popularity of campus "New Left" sentiment. While 
YFW was active in 1968, a donation of $40,000 was made by Willis Allison Vcarto, 
who controls Liberty Lobby (LL), a conservative organisation whoae public organ, 

"Lib erfyTTe 1 1 e r , " is devoted to the dissemination of conservative political thought. 
The donation was to prove a major factor In the fact lonallsat ion of NYA and ITS 
subsequent Impotence In dominating young conservative movements. 
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which outlined the following organisational positions: 
1. Oppose narcotics both on and off^ampus. 


2. Neutralise and overcome ^urrent ^Black Power" movements with an "American

In the leaflet to Americans to support OS servicemen once they are committed 
in an armed conflict* The third of the above NYA goals was further defined 
vhen In Kay, 1969, a source stated that NYA Is a "coalition of conservative 
youth organisations whose purpose was to eject certain campus based groups, such 
as SDS...." 


4. (C) The rifts which have neutralised the NYA since ITS inception began 

soon after former representatives of SUBJECT accused Car to, the major NYA 
financial source, of attempting to mold the organization Into a Neo-Nazi, 

"brown shirt" group. The oazi lnfiltmgtlon movement is called the "Francis 
Parker Tockey Movement." John Patrickffccord, aarly National Director, received 
a sizeable donation from Carto (who allegedly receives a working annual budget 
of $1,000,000 from LL) to further YFV campaign efforts. Carto has aince Wallace^ 
defeat Insisted on repayment of the donation In amocmts of $1,000 par month. / 
Acord refused, claiming the donation was a political contribution and not a loan, 
and on 24 Mar 69 relinquished his fight for control of NYA and severed all 
organizational ties. Acord was the founder of the American Southern Africa 
Council. Be had earlier stated In an interview that NYA mas a segregationist 
organization - a statement for which he wea later censored as national spokesman 
Another public admission was made on 15 Aug 69 by NYA representative Mike 
.Russell on a Baltimore, Maryland television broadcast. Russell stated that NYA 
members must sign an oath pledging loyalty to the constitutional republic of the 
DS. Be also adviced that NYA was contemplating the circulation of petitions on 
college campuses urging university administrations to ban SDS. No evidence of 
aald petitions has become available to date. 

5. (C) NYA aae tings have been sparse but geographically widespread. Early 1969 

meetings ware held in Chicago; Pittsburgh; Provo, Utah; Lob Angeles; Atlanta

groups on campus under one central banner. Failure in this respect has resulted 
from hindering factlonallsatlon and Neo-Naxl Influence. It is doubtful that 
SUBJECT In the future will pose a security threat to campuses where "New Left” 
organisations have gained prominence.

Another great advai 
to authoritarian atructure Is that the danger of infiltration i 
sabatoge Is greatly lessened." BYERS stressed that the NYA de 
to counter the radical student movements and black power movera 
but also to assert positive values of ••western destiny."

Indicated that the western destiny and culture concepts stemme< 
from a book by FRANCIS PARKER YOCKEY entitled "Imperium," a 61 
page philosophical tract extolling the virtues of a northern E 
civilization and warning against Its adulteration by Jews, Neg 
Orientals and other 'bulture distorters." 

This article set forth that "Imperium" was the bas 
handbook of NYA and Is pushed heavily in NYA publicity. BYERS 
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claimed that 11,000 copies at $2.50 each in paperback have been 
sold by NYA since last Spring. 


With respect to possible resort to violence by the NYA 
the above article noted that BYERS indicated that if persuasion 
falls In countering radical campus groups, the NYA might resort 
to physically ejecting recalcitrant students. BYERS said that

Your history prof- 
fessor tells you that the three greatest men in life are 
Karl Marx, Fidel Castro, and Eldridge Cleaver., Your 
sociology teacher spends most of his time defending 
homosexuality and decrying American fighting men in Viet- 
nam. . .You are amazed to find your school is filled with 
black scholarship students who are getting away with 
murder-both academically and politically”.

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Your be 3 t friend was beat up in the school cafeteria 
because he refund to surrender his seat to a black 
activist. One day you find your school closed. The 
SDS has occupied the Administration Building and instead 
of getting education. . . .you must be content to shuffle 
around the campus past tables full of revolting New 
Left literature and communist propaganda" .

STUDENTS FOB A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


A source has advised that the Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society (SDS), as presently regarded, came into being 
at a founding convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Mich- 
igan. From an initial posture of "participatory democracy" the 
line of the national leadership has revealed a growing Marxist- 
Leninist adherence which currently calls for the building of a 
revolutionary youth movement. Concurrently, the program of 
SDS has evolved from civil rights struggles to an ant i -Vietnam 
war stance to an advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist positip 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide 
struggles against United States imperialism whereas the Soviet 
Union is held to be revisionist and also imperialist. 

At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressivi 
Labor Party (PLF) forces in the organization were expelled. As 
a result, the National Office (NO) group maintained its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts, This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each grouj elected 
~ts own national officers, which include three national secre- 
taries and a National Interim Committee of eight. Both the NO 
forces and the PLP forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups 
also print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth 
the line and the program of the particular faction. The NO 
version of "New Left Notes" was recently printed under the title 
"The Fire Next Time" to achieve a broader mass appeal. 

Two major factions have developed internally within 
the NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth 
Movement (RYM) T faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman 
is action-oriented upholding Castro’s position that the duty of 
revolutionaries is to make revolution. Weatherman is regarded 
by RYM TI as an adventuristic, elitist faction which denies 
the historical role of the working class as the base for revo- 
lution. RYM II maintains that revolution, although desired, is 
not possible under present conditions, hence emphasizes organizing

and raising the political consciousness of the working class 
upon whom they feel successful revolution depends. Although 
disclaiming control and domination by the Communist Party, 

USA, leaders in these two factions have in the past proclaimed 
themselves to be communists and to follow the precepts of a 
Marxist -Teninist philosophy, along pro-Chinese communist lines. 

A second source has advised that the PLP faction 
which Is more commonly known as the Worker Student Alliance 
is dominated and controlled by members of the PLP, who are 
required to identify themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist - 
Leninist philosophy of the PLP. They advocate that an al- 
liance between workers and students is vital to the bringing 
about of a revolution In the United States. j 

SDS regions and university and college chapters, althoi 
operating under the outlines of the SDS National Constitution, 
are autonomous in nature and free to carry out Independent policy 
reflective of local conditions. Because of this autonomy interw 
struggles reflecting the major factional interests of SDS have 
occurred at the chapter level since the beginning of the 1969-70 
school year.

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NAT IONA! STATES RIGHTS PARTY CNSRP) 


On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the “Greenville Piedmont ,“ a newspaper of Green- 
ville, South Carolina, reported “the recent formation of a new 
political party, to be known as the United White Party." Ac- 
cording to the article, the party was formed at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were t 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all “race 
mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of “The Thunderbolt ,“ self- 
described as the “official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) , reported that rank-and- 
file “States Righters" had merged with the UWP under “the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 3958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites.

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MINUTEMEN 

The Mlnutemen, whose headquarters are in Norborne, 
Missouri, was organized in June, I960, by Robert Boliver De Pugh 
who has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator of 
the organization since its Inception. On September 8, 1969, he 
announced the appointment of his 23-year-old son, Ralph C. De 
Pugh, to serve in this position while he completes a one year 
sentence in the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act. 

Past statements by Robert De Pugh and literature 
distributed by the organization indicate the purpose of the 
Mlnutemen to be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread 
of Communist Influence within the United States; for the forma- 
tion of a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the 
troops of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this 
country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate private 
ownership of firearms. 

A source, who in July, 1969, had access to some 
Mlnutemen records, estimated that approximately 2500 individual 
have in the past expressed an Interest in the Mlnutemen and hav 
been considered as members by De Pugh; however, source believes 
there are probably no more than 300 actual active members of th 
organization. A second source in October, 1969, advised that 
the Mlnutemen tend to grossly exaggerate the number of their 
members. The source estimated the actual membership to be no 
more than possibly 350 members. 

In April, 1966, De Pugh, in his book, "Blueprint For 
Victory", wrote the Mlnutemen organization was then dividing 
into two bodies; the Mlnutemen and the Patriotic Party. One 
group, the Mlnutemen, would be the resistance movement and th< 
other, the Patriotic Party, whose proper function would be to 
serve as the political arm of a complete patriotic resistance 
movement . 


Members of the Mlnutemen organization, including Rob 
De Pugh and his chief assistant, Walter P. Peyson, have been a

rested In the past on charges of violations of the Federal

Movement was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and Mortimer 
Scheer after they were expelled from the Communist Party of 
the United States for assertedly following the Chinese Com- 
munist line." 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP held 
its Second National Convention in New York City, May 31 to 
June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted its objective 
of the establishment of a militant working class movement 
^sed on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be accomplished through 
the Party’s over-all revolutionary strategy of raising the 
consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideological 
leadership in the working class struggle for state power. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Rosen, Jeffrey Gordon, and Walter Linder 
were elected as the 'National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention.
